BERLIN  OFFERS 
FRONTIER  PACT 

Would  Solve  Allies'  Difficulty 
as  to  Franco-Belgian  Prob- 
lem of  Security  by  New 
Treaty 

WOULD  ENTfiR  AGREEMENT 
WITH  FOUR  BIG  NATIONS 


Takes  Steps  in  London  and

PARIS.  March  2.  —  Allied 
action  on  the  report  of  the 
.tlilitary  Control  Mission 
on  German  armaments,  it  is  said 
in  French  official  circles,  must 
firing  about  security  of  the 
Franco-Belgian  frontiers,  tt  is 
felt  here  that  the  German  Gov- 
ernment appreciates  the  fact  that 

the  report  will  no  rentrallse  attention 
on  that  problem  that  It  must  b« 
aolved  in  aome  way.  Hence,  the  atepa 
the  Germans  have  taken  in  London 
nnd  Parla  to  open  discussion  on  tha 
basis  of  their  own  plan  for  a  pact  of 
reciprocal  military  guarantees  and 
aecurlty  between  Germany  and 
France. 

Premier  Uerrlot  haa  taken  few 
people  Into  hla  confidence  concerning 
the  terma  of  the  German  offer  or  the 
detalla  of  hla  conversation  with  Herr 
Von  Hoeach,  German  Ambaaaador  in 
Parla.  Tboae  who  have  aome  Idea  of 
what  the  offer  la  give  It  different  In- 
terpretation from  that  current  In 
lirltlah  clrclea. 

Germany's  New  Offer 

Tbey  aay  that  the  lierlin  govern- 
ment offera  to  enter  Into  a  puct  of 
four  natlona.  Including  Great  Britain, 
France  and  Uelgiuni.  to  guarantee 
aecurlty  of  the  Franco-Belgian  fron- 
tier, but  thua  far  hna  held  to  4ta  de- 
termination to  puraue  the  revision  of 
Ita  eaatern  frontlera  aa  fixed  by  the 
Treaty  of  Vurssllles.  Tbe  Biitlah 
version  of  tha  offer  Indicates  thai 
Germany  la  willing  to  trvke  I'olund 
Into  auch  agreement.  If  thla  la  tbe 
oaae  the  French  Government  will  be 
well  disposed  toward  It,  though  pre- 
ferring that  it  ahould  come  from 
aome  Oerman  Government  giving 
more  promlae  of  democratic  aantl- 
ment. 

It  In  pointed  out.  however,  that  a 
pact  auch  aa  proposed  by  Germany 
would  bring  about  a  altuatlon  little 
different  from  that  which  existed  be- 
fore the  war.  Excepting  tha  engage- 
ment Germany  would  take,  there 
would  be  no  guaranteea  to  France  and 
Helgiuin  that  did  not  exist  la  tha 
trWtty  of  1834. 

Neither  France  nor  Belgium.  It  la  | 
declared,  will  be  aatlafled     with  the 
promise  of  Germany.    ,  Therefore.  It 
in  pointed  out  here  that  the 
of  siMh  a  plan  aa  Germany 
would     depend     entirely    on  Great 
Hrltaln. 

If  adequate  aaaurancea  are  forth- 
coming from  London,  then  It  la 
thought  that  the  proapecta  are  good 
for  a  pact,  providing  Poland  U 
taken  in.

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Jurymen    Mail    Scene    of  Accident 
Where  Victim  Waa  Killed  by 
Runaway  I*>g*rlng  Train 

COURTENAY,  March  2  —The  In- 
lueat  on  the  hotly  of  William  II.  Htark. 
nged  !S,  who  was  killed  on  Friday  af- 
ternoon while  operating  a  gasoline 
locomotive  at  the  Deep  Hay  Lumber 
Co..  was  held  on  Huturday  evenlnR. 
The  evidence  given  before  the  coroner 
(Or.  T.  L.  Butters!  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Hut- 
ton,  of  Nanalmo.  the  flrat  to  see  the 
wren*  with  the  body  of  Htark:  Herbert 
Creen.  donkey  engineer,  and  Harold 
farter,  a  loader,  was  of  auch  a  nature 
tint i  the  Jurymen  decided  to  visit  the 
scene  of  the  accident  on  Sunday. 

A  thorough  examination  of  the  track 
and  Ihe  wrecked  locomotive  nnd 
trailer  waa  made.  It  waa  evident  that 
the  load  of  seven  loga  had  been  trav- 
eling at  a  high  apeed  and  that  the 
front  Wheel  of  the  locomotive  had 
left  the  rail  at  n  point  where  tbe 
track  crosses  a  river.  After  leaving 
tha  track  tbe  engine  waa  pushed  for 
it  distance  of  some  forty  feet  by  the 
weight  of  log*  behind  It.  The  Inalde 
wheels  were  actually  over  tbe  aide  of 
the  bridge  until  the  machine  was 
ftopped  on  the  fur  aide  of 
the  bridge  by  coming  In  contact  with 
the  bank.  Even  lb"n  tbe  speed  was 
so  great  that  tbe  load  of  logs  shot 
forward  for  nearly  the  length  of  them- 
f-clve*.  tarrying  a  heavy  bulkhead 
with  them,  breuktng  lien  and  plough- 
ing Into  the  ground.  A  large  pleoe  Of 
the  broken  bulkhend  won  found  arrmtn 
the  cheat  of  the  unfortunate  man.  and 
it  Is  thouirhl  that  thla  timber  waa 
prpbably  the  biggest  factor  In  the 
cause  of  death. 

The  Jury,  compoeed  of  Meaara.  P. 
Hansen  (foreman!.  Alec,  Clcland.  W. 
Gee,  Lawrence,  Hmlth  and  Thomas, 
returned  the  verdlq|  of  accidental 
tleath.  with  a  recommendation  that 
the  equipment  of  the  company  and 
particularly  the  tractor  and  braking 
ayalem  be  kept  In  a  much  more  ef- 
ficient state  than  at  the  time  of  tha 
accident.

OTTAWA.  March  2 —Terma  of  ths 
agreement  for  the  transfer  to  Alberta 
■  •I  'it*  na  i  urn  I  r<-»"  u  r-  e.*  are  now  being 
negotiated  between  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment and  the  Government  of  Al- 
berta. When  finally  determined,  the 
agreement  will  be  aubmlttert  for  ap- 
proval to  the  Parliament  of  Canada 
•hd  to  ths  Alberta  Legislature.  Thla 
waa  atated  In  the  Houae  of  Commona 
4oday  by  Hon.  fharlea  Htewart  In 
anawsr  to  a  quesUon: 

"Have  the  people  of  Brltlah  Colum- 
bia. Nova  Heotla.  New  Brunawlck  and 
Prince  Edward  lalapd  an  Interest  In 
the  natural  rsaources  of  Alberts,  and. 
If  ao.  what  la  the  Intereat  each  prov- 
ince haa?"  asked  Brig. -Gen.  J.  A. 
Clark,  of  Burrard.  . 
Minister  Kxpiaimt  Position 

I^n.  Charlea  Htewart.  Mlnlater  of

BERLIN.  March  2.— The  interment 
of  President  Ebert  at  Heldelburg  on 
Thursday  will  be  with  the  rites  of 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church.  Father 
Maaa  of  Heidelberg,  will  read  the 
service.  Thla  announcement  waa 
made  late  thin  afternoon,  and  there 
had  been  much  uncertainty  aa  to 
whether  there  would  be  Hny  rellgloua 
ceremonial  at  the  funeral. 

While  the  Freeldent  win  born  In 
the  Catholic  faith,  hla  nctlvlty  for 
many  yearn  aa  leader  of  the  Hocialiata. 
who  hove  been  extremely  antagonistic 
to  all  reunions,  had  given  rise  to  the 
popular  impression  that  llerr  Ebert 
no  longer  wan  a  church  man.  although 
he  apparently  never  made  any  public 
Announcement  to  thin  effect.

OTTAWA.  March  2— The  Govern- 
ment has  been  enabled  to  abolish  771 
positions  through  jhe  J/ubllc  Service 
ltetlrernent  Acf  ( dr  Wilder  net),  ac- 
cording to  ths  report  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  on  the  operationa 
of  the  act.  tabled  In  the  House  of 
Commona  this  afternoon.  This  sum- 
mary of  the  report  ahowa  the  num- 
ber of  retlrementa,  posltlona  abol- 
lahed.  the  cost  of  gratuities  and  an- 
nuities. 

As  a  -eault  of  2,214  reUrementa. 
the  Government  haa  paid  out  In  caah 
gratultlea  f41S.16l.S4.  This  waa  a 
first  and  final  payment  made  to  em- 
ployees who  were  not  eligible  to  re- 
ceive annuities. 

The  treasury  Is  now  paying  out  In 
annuities  approximately  $945,460.85 
annually.  From  the  commissioners' 
report  It  appears  that  a  saving  of 
$471,176.76  has  been  effected  by  the 
operations  of  the  Calder  act.

The  two  glrla 
daahed  out.  spied  the  fleeing  figure 
of  Bright  and  pursued  him,  while 
Shelr  mother  called  the  police.  They 
held  the  negro  until  aid  arrived.  At- 
tempta  have  been  made  during  the 
peat  year  to  dynamite  the  Farmer 
house,  and  frequently  rocks  have 
been  thrown  through  the  wlndowa.

"Make  no  mistake — I  want 
everything  I  own  at  the  time  of 
my  decease  to  go  to  orphsna.  sa 
no  one  haa  ever  helped  me  make 
one  cent  of  this  estate."

VANCOUVER.  March  2. — "It  haa 
been  said  that  (Jroeks  are  not  the  best 
class  of  citizens."  remarked  Judge 
Grant,  when  one  of  that  nationality 
asked  to  be  recommended  for  Cana- 
dian citizenship  today. 

The  judge  explained  that  he  had 
heard  of  a  Greek,  naturalised  here  in 
November,  who  had  been  apprehended 
In  Seattle  on  a  white  elavery  charge. 
The  man  would  be  deported  to  Can- 
ada, continued  his  honor,  and  the  au- 
thorities have  considered  cancelling 
his.  Csnsdlan  citizenship  certificate, 
prosecuting  him.  and  then  deporting 
him  to  Greece. 

"Unless  I  sm  aatlafled.  I  am  going 
to  give  Canada  the  benefit  of  the 
doubt."  stated  Judge  Grant. 

Bald  Sponsor*  Not  Approved 

All  applications  by  Greeks  for  nat- 
uralization would  be  carefully  In- 
veatlgated.  anounccd  the  Judge.  Paid 
sponsors  do  not  meet  with  the  ap- 
proval of  Judge  Grant. 

"A  man  should  be  willing  to  go  to 
some  expense  to  get  n  good  citizen 
naturalized."  he  said.

PALO  ALTO,  Cal..  March  2. 
— Anent  the  earthquake 
shocks  that  made  the  east- 
ern part  of  the  continent  trenihle 
from  Montreal  to  the  Mississippi 
Valley  Saturday  night,  Professor 
Bailey  Willis,  of  Stanford  Uni- 
versity, president  of  the  Seismo- 
logical Society  of  America,  said 
today : 

"Both  coaate  are  rlalng.  On  the 
Pacific  there  la  terrific  preaaure  which 
tends  to  elevate  the  coastline.  The 
tremora  In  California  have  nothing  to 
do  with  the  alnklng  of  any  large  areu 
of  land.  On  ths  eaat  coast  the  ele- 
vating effect  Is  actually  much  less 
than  here,  because  the  pressure  Is  sp- 
parently  not  so  great.  No  one  yet 
haa  determined  the  csuse  of  the 
pressure,  but  the  effects  are  plainly 
apparent. 

Shearing  I'lanca 

"The  ao-called  earthquake  faulta 
are  the  shearing  planea  cauaed  by 
terrlflc  ocean  pressure.  When  enough 
lifting  force  la  msnlfssted  to  break 
down  the  friction  along  thsae  shear- 
ing planea  there  ia  a  alight  move- 
ment and  an  elastic  vibration,  which 
is  tranamltted  to  great  dlatancea. 
Thla  we  call  an  earthquaks. 

"On  the  Pacific  the  wsterllne  la 
alnklng  as  the  land  elevatea.  The 
preasure  which  caused  the  mld- 
Amsrlcan  earthquake  of  Saturday 
waa  probably  In  the  Atlantic  or  'Oulf 
of  Mexico.  There  la  another  preaaure 
point  in  the  Mediterranean  Ocean, 
off  the  edge  of  Europe. 

"These  elevations  of  mountain 
ranges  which  we  call  'mountain 
growths'  are  due  to  a  almple  me- 
chanical preasure  exerted  against 
continental  foundations.  Something 
muat  dive,  snd  ths  mountain  ranges 
give  upward,  sometimes  with  a  se- 
vers elastic  vibration.  No  one  can 
predict  when  or  how  often  these 
vibrations  will  occur. "

When  Premier  Oliver,  who  is  msk- 
lng  a  brief  tour  of  some  of  the  In- 
terior slsctoral  districts,  arrlvss  In  hia 
own  constituency  of  NelsoTn.  he  will 
be  asked  by  the  School  Board  of  that 
place  to  fulfill  election  promises  in 
respect  to  the  establishment  of  a 
Normal  School  st  Nelson.  It  seems 
thst  Nelson  has  a  hslf-completsd 
school  building  on  Its  hsnda.  conatruc- 
tlon  work  having  i-cen  atopped  when 
the  ratepayers  of  that  city  turned 
down  a  by-lsw  authorising  Its  com- 
pletion, snd  It  wants  the  people  of 
the  Province  to  provide  the  money 
thst  Its  own  people  refused  to  do. 

According  to  a  report  of  a  meeting 
of  the  Nelson  school  trustees.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  the  Government  had 
already  invsated  $20,000  in  the  un- 
completed building,  and  thst  fact  and 
election  promises  will  be  used  as 
argumenta  to  Induce  the  Premier  to 
"do  the  necessary." 

JMirlng  the  campaign  precedling  the 
Nelson  by-election  last  Summer,  when 
Premier  Oliver  wsa  elected  following 
his  disastrous  rout  st  the  hsnds  of 
the  electors  of  Vlctorls.  he  threw  out 
broad  Intlmstlona  that  Nelson  would 
have  a  new  Normal  School,  a  new 
bridge  and  new  roads -providing,  of 
course,  that  Nelaon  placed  him  again 
in  the  category  of  aucceasful  polltl- 
clana.  Asked  at  the  time  to  be  more 
ilennlte.  he  said  that  the  Government 
would  establish  a  Normal  School  at 
Nelson  Juat  ao  soon  aa  Provincial  re 
qulrementa  made  It  necessary.  Tha 
Nelson  school  trustees  contend  that 
thst  time  hss  arrived.

THREE  DEAD  AND  CHURCH 
IN  QUEBEC  DESTROYED 

Disturbances  Continue  in  the 
Saguenay  District,  But  So 
Slight  That  Few  Even  Notice 

the  Vibrations

QUEBEC.  March  2.  —  Three 
dead  from  shocks,  a  stpne 
Catholic  church  at  Str 
Hllarion  shaken  to  the  ground, 
numerous  fires,  general  constern- 
ation as  people  felt  their  homes 
quiver  as  though  ahout  to  fall, 
and  general  damage  to  residences 

and  other  buildings  which  ag- 
gregate thousanda  of  dollars,  were 
part  of  the  toll  in  ths  province  of 
Quebec,  especially  In  the  vicinity  of 
HaguShay  and  down  the  St.  Lawrence 
Btver,  of  the  earthquake  which  shook 
the  northeastern  part  of  ths  continent 
Haturday  night.  The  earth  has  ap- 
parently not  completely  asttled  back 
to'  rest  aa  places  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  Saguenay  report  that  the  ahocks 
have  bean  continuing  since  Saturday, 
but  they  are  scarcely  perceptible  to- 
day. 

The  desths  wers  sll  due  to  shock. 
Mrs.  Alphonse  Auger,  of  Quebec,  a 
young  woman  snd  expectsnt  mother, 
fainted  at  the  time  of  the  quake  and 
died  thla  morning.  Mra.  Wm.  Har- 
vey, of  Tadouaac.  snd  Mra.  Kugene 
Bureau,  of  Ste.  Anne  de  la  Parade, 
were  the  other  vlctlma. 

Home  and  Store  Destroyed 

The  home  nnd  store  of  Rene  Gsns. 
Atherberlvllle  Station,  was  destroysd 
with  a  loss  of  $15,000.  At  St.  Kell- 
clen.  the  property  of  Cy  Gagnon  was 
burned,  with  a  loss  of  $20,000.  and 
the  College  of  St.  Anne  ds  la  Poca- 
tlere  suffered  damage  of  $10,000.  all 
from  causes  attributed  to  the  earth- 
quake, according  to  Information 
reaching  here.  Disorganisation  of 
telephone  services  make  the  gather- 
ing of  information  difficult. 

The  Canadian  Icebreaker  Mlkula. 
coming  up  the  St.  Lawrence  River 
on  Saturday  night,  was  shocked  from 
stem  to  stern  and  It  was  believed  that 
ahe  struck  or  something  had  hap- 
pened to  the  engines.

A  sport- 
ing rifle  beside  him  and  there  was  a 
wound  In  his  head. 

There  Is  no  telephone  In  the  vicar- 
age, and  therefore  Miss  Bettlson  went 
to  the  police  office  and  telephoned  a 
doctor  who  lived  four  mllea  distant. 
She  then  returned  to  the  vicarage 
and  re-entered  the  study,  refusing  to 
permit  anyone  else  to  come  In. 

A  little  later  another  shot  was 
heard  Inside  the  study  and  Miss  Het- 
tlson  came  out.  "I  asked  him  If  he 
would  live  and  he  did  not  reply,"  she 
said.  "I  saw  he  was  dying-  in  agony, 
so  I' shot  him  to  put  him  out  of  his 
pain."    Miss  Rettlson  was  arrested.

NELSON.  March  —Premier  John 
Oliver  arrived  In  Nelson  last  night 
from  Grand  Forks.  In  which  city  he 
had  a  busy  Sunday  with  the  Doukho- 
bors,  who  are  alleged  to  have  been 
responsible  for  the  burning  of  a  Gov 
ernment  school  Friday  night  at 
Spencer  following  Imprisonment  for 
a  fortnight  of  two *i>ukhobors  who  re- 
fused to  pay  $S  fines  for  failure  to 
send  their  children  to  the  school. 
After  nn  hour's  parade  of  the  city 
eight  hundred  l>oukhobors  surround- 
ed the  residence  of  Rev.  F.  E.  Run- 
nails,  the  Premier's  son-in-law.  sang 
for  the  Premier,  and  then  Invited  nn 
addreaa. 

After  the  Premier  had  explained 
that  the  laws  of  the  Province  had 
been  made  for  the  general  benefit, 
and  that  people  from  other  countrlea 
were  given  equal  privileges  with 
Canadians  on  condition  of  obeying 
those  laws,  and  he  Intended  to  see 
them  enforced,  a  noukhobor  spokes- 
man broke  In  with  the  accusation 
that  British  Columbia  laws  had  killed 
Peter  Veregln,  their  late  leader. 

"You  lie."  shouted  the  Premier, 
who  Informed  the  band  that  Veregln 
was  killed  not  by  British  Columbia 
laws  hut  In  spite  of  them. 

Further  elucld.-itlons  by  the  Pre- 
mier of  th..  juat  basis  of  Canadian 
laws  were  met  by  the  fling;  "We  be- 
lieve our  laws  ere  more  right,"  to 
which  Mr.  Oliver  retorted.  "The  laws 
would  probably  be  more  right  If  you 
were  dead  thsn  as  you  are  now." 

Orsnd  Forks  dlspstches  say  Pouk- 
hobors  were  seen  prowling  around 
the  city's  public  school  sn  hour  or 
two  before  the  Spencer  school  fire,

Mrs.  A.  Booth  (  presi- 
dent of  the  Vsncouver  Island  District 
Board  of  Directors).  Mlas  Crease.  Mrs. 
William  Pedsn  (Royal  Oak).  Messrs. 
Chaa.  Williams.  Oouldlng  Wilson.  J.  P. 
Babcock.  J.  W.  Spencer,  snd  Drs. 
Wsce  and  Ilussedd  Robertson.  Sir

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DISCUSSES  FUTURE 
OF  SERVICE  CLUBS 


Must  Justify  Existence 
Buoyancy  and 


"Service  cluba.  In  addition  to  ren- 
dering many  laudable  community 
undertaklnga.  have  done  a  great  deal 
In  teaching  poople.  both  young  and 
old.  to  play  again.  They  have  taught 
them  to  mi. lie,  and.  through  their 
memberahlp.  have  radiated  Joy  and 
happiness  In  the  community.  They 
have  given  buoyancy  and  poise,"  de- 
clared Rev.  Dr.  W.  Q.  Wilson,  pastor 
of  First  Presbyterian  Church,  in  an 
Inaplratlonal  address  yesterday  noon 
at  the  weekly  luncheon  of  the  vic- 
toria Gyro  Club. 

Rev.  Dr.  Wilson  observed  thst  the 
community  service  club  movement 
had  swept  the  civilized  world  more 
rapidly  than  anything  elae,  and  ques- 
tioned whether  or  not  they  would 
pass  out  of  existence  he  quickly  aa 
they  had  been  born.  He  contended 
that  service  clubs  must  Justify  tholr 
existence,  or  else  they  would  vanish, 
sa  many  other  movements  had  done. 
He  said  that  thla  waa  an  Intolerable 
age.  and  unless  an  organisation  Juatl- 
fied  Ita  exlatence.  It  would  be  awept 
aside. 

The  speaker  stressed  the  vslue  of 
service  club  organisations  to  the 
members  and  to  the  community  In 
which  the  members  resided-  He  dis- 
cussed queries  which  the  men  outside 
the  service  clubs  asked,  and  thought 
that  the  Gyros  might  develop  an  In- 
fectious spirit  so  that  those  outside 


the  club  might  appreciate  and  recog. 
nlse  the  advantages  of  the  body.  He 
drew  attention  to  the  great  line  of 
cleavage  which  had  followed  the 
Great  War.  and  suggested  that  the 
Gyros  might  contribute  largely  to- 
wards the  elimination  or  It. 

Prolonged  applause  greeted  Dr. 
Wilson's  words,  and  a  hearty  vote  of 
thanks  was  extended  to  the  speaker 
for  hla  Illuminating  diacourse. 

Enjoyable  vocal  aoloa  were  ren- 
dered by  Mlaa  Myrtle  Steenaon.  Mr. 
Chrla  Wade  officiating  as  accompa- 
nist.

It  would  appear  now  that  the  de- 

positora  of  the  Home  Bank  are  to  be 
tccouped  out  of  the  public  treasury 
to  the  tune  of  16,000,000,  or  more.  In 
other  words  there  is  to  be  compensa- 
tion for  their  losses  to  an  extent  of 
from  50  to  60  per  cent.  There  is  no 
legal  obligation  on  the  part  of  the 
country  to  make  good  any  portion  of 
these  losses.  There  is,  according  to 
Mr.  Mackenrie  King,  a  moral  claim 
in  equity,  and  to  meet  this  the  tax- 
payers as  a  whole  will  have  to  foot 
a  bill  of  $6,000,000.  This  stand  is 
taken,  while  at  the  same  time  the 
latest  amendment  to  the  Bank  Act 
provides  that  no  responsibility  shall 
attach  to  the  Crown  for  losses  of 
depositors.  In  other  words,  the  liabil- 
ity of  the  Crown  was  repudiated  by 
the  recent  amendment  to  the  Bank 
Act.  As  a  matter  of  fact  it  was  a 
liability  that  never  existed  for  if  it 
existed  in  sa  unwritten  way  in  con- 
nection with  losses  incurred  through 
banking  ventures  it  might  just  as 
readily  be  held  to  exist  wherein  any 
business  controlled  by  legislation  in 
any  way  comes  to  grieC 

When  the  Farmers'  Bank  went  to 
th*  wall  the  depositors  got  nothing 
from  the  Government.  Apparently 
they  had  no  "moral  claim  in  equity." 
The  Home  Bank  depositors  must  be 
accounted  lucky.  They  are  lucky 
perhaps  most  of  all  because  a  settle- 
ment of  their  affairs  has  been  post- 
poned until  the  eve  of  a  Dominion 
election.  The  Government,  seemingly, 
wishes  to  make  friends  of  these  de- 
positors. The  country  as  a  whole 
views  with  every  sympathy  the  losses 
they  have  incurred  but  it  does  not 
consider  that  it  has  any  obligation  to 
make^them  good  even  in  part.  There 
arc  those  who  will  question  and  keep 
on  questioning  the  validity  of  the 
stand  taken  by  the  Mackenaie  King 
Government,  undecided  in  their  minds 
wherein  it  is  a  case  of  moral  equity 
or  party  exigency  at  a  time  when  the 
party  in  power  is  contemplating  an 
appeal  at  the  poll*.

panics  would  Subsist  for  long  if 
there  was  any  settled  purpose  of  de- 
stroying trade  or  injuring  the  busi- 
ness of  ports.  The  facilities  offered 
to  Montreal  by  the  steamship  com- 
panies have  led  to  that  port  becom- 
ing the  largest  grain  shipping  port  in 
the  world,  although  it  is  only  open 
for  some  seven  and  a  half  months 
of  the  year.

BRITAIN'S  COAL  INDUSTRY 

The  British  miners,  according  to 
some  of  their  leaders,  want  a  six- 
hour  day,  a  minimum  wage  for  all 
workers  in  the  industry  and  the  "abol- 
ition of  capital."  In  the  face  of  their 
demands  German,  American  and 
even  French  coals  are  superseding 
British  because  of  the  great  differ 


The  Provinces  of  Ontario 
(Juebec  are  officially  opposed  to  any 
attempt  by  the  Dominion  Gc»?ernroant 
to  give  power  rights  in  the  St.  Law- 
rence to  private  companies  or  to 
sanction  the  export  of  power  to  the 
United  States.  This  question  of  the 
export  of  power  is  one  of  interest  to 
the  whole  Dominion:  Some  few 
weeks  ago  it  was  taken  up  by  Mr.  I. 
W.  Beatty,  the  President  of  the  Ca- 
nadian Pacific  Railway,  and  what  he 
has  to  say  will  be  endorsed  by  every 
one  who  is  anxious  to  promote  de- 
velopment within  the  Dominion.  Mr. 
Beatty  points  out  that  such  export 
of  power  would  obviously  lead  to  the 
establishment  of  industries  in  a  for- 
eign country  and  to  loss  of  occupa- 
tion for  thousand!  of  workmen  in 
this  Domtnin.  Were  the  permission 
to  export  power  once  given  foreign 
industries  would  be  established,  com- 
munities developed,  and,  since  towns 
and  cities  in  a  neighboring  country 
would  be  drawing  their  power  and 
light  from  Canada,  it  would  become 
almost  impossible  to  cancel  such  a 
concession.  What  ought  to  comprise 
the  Canadian  attitude  was  admirably 
summed  up  by  the  President  of  the 
C.P.R.  when  he  said: 

Canada  has  many  natural  advan- 
tages which,  we  must  concede,  form 
the  basis  of  its  future  development 
and  commercial  expansion.  The  pos- 
session of  vast  water  power  is  among 
the  most  important,  if  it  >  is  not  the 
most  important,  and  it  will  be  of  the 
utmost  consequence  in  attracting  in 
dustries  to  this  country.  It  is,  there- 
fore, only  ordinary  wisdom  to  see 
that  these  resources  be  conserved,  in 
order  that  the  country  itself  may 
realize  ths  greatest  benefit  from  them 
in  the  immediate  and  in  the  distant 
future.  In  those  circumstances,  I 
think  that  the  granting  of  permission 
to  export  power  would  be  a  grave 
mistake.  

FREIGHT  RATES 


Mr.  Preston's  report  indicated,  in 
fact  stated  in  au  outright  way,  that 
the  vessels  of  the  North  Atlantic 
Conference  were  discriminating 
against  Canadian  ports.  Some  of  the 
facts  of  the  situation  do  not  bear  out 
his  contention.  Last  year  the  regular 
liners,  vessels  belonging  to  firms  that 
are  parties  to  the  Atlantic  Confer- 
ence, loaded  30,000,000  bushels  of 
wheat  at  Montreal  and  carried  that 
wheat  at  an  average  price  of  2s  lid 
a  quarter  of  eight  bushels.  The 
tramp  ships,  not  members  of  the 
Atlantic  Conference,  took  out 
15,000,000  bushels  of  wheat  from 
Montreal  at  an  average  rate  of  3s  lOd 
per  quarter.  Thus  the  ships  outside 
,,t  tlx  Conference  got  hctter  rates 
than  those  within. 

What  the  Dominion  Government 
proposes  is  to  pay  an  annual  subsidy 
of  $1,350,000  to  ten  vessels  in  order 
to  bring  about  a  reduction  in  freight 
rates.  From  the  port  of  Montreal 
alone  there  were  937  ocean-going 
vessels  cleared  during  1924.  and 
among  them  were,  »omf  ol  The  larg- 
est freight  carriers  afloat  In  the 
matter  of  wheat  it  bag 


sold  on  the  continental  market  at 
anything  from  3s  to  5s  a  ton  cheaper 
than  the  British  coals.  Britain's 
trade  returns  for  January  show  a  de- 
crease of  nearly  £2.000,000  in  the 
value  of  coal.  The  industry  is  lan- 
guishing because  of  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction and  the  miners  seem  deter- 
mined to  make  thgt  cost  even  more 
prohibitive  still.  There  are  not  5  per 
cent  of  the  collieries  in  the  country 
making  any  profit  at  all  and  the  bal- 
ance are  making  heavy  losses.  The 
situation  really  is  that  the  collieries 
do  not  want  more  profit^  for  the  con- 
cerns to  continue  working,  but  what 
they  want  is  a  profit.  What  is  re- 
quired, it  would  seem,  is  an  eight-' 
hour  day,  and  what  is  even  more 
than  that  a  fair  day's  work  for  a  fair 
day's  wage. 

"People  talk,  both  in  Protocols  and 
in  private,  about  just  wars  and  un- 
just wars,"  says  The  Natal  Adver- 
tiser. "As  a  matter  of  fact  all  wars 
are  just  wars  to  those  who  embark 
on  them.  The  latter  may  have— often 
do  have — most  perverted  views  as  to 
the  rights  and  wrongs  of  the  affair  at 
issue;  but  it  is  safe  to  say  that  most 
people,  when  they  start  fighting, 
think  they  are  in  the  right  and  that 
the-other  fellow  is  in  the  wrong.  This 
is  why  compulsory  arbitration — a 
decision  imposed  by  superior  force 
from  without — is  so  often  a  failure, 
or,  at  best,  only  a  partial  success,  lt 
strikes  its  victims  as  being  yet  another 
manifestation  of  tyranny:  and  it  ex- 
acerbates still  further  the  injured 
sense  of  right.  Where  this  condition 
prevails,  you  can  have  armed  truces; 
you  can  have  chained,  panting  and 
smarting  nations  straining  to  get 
loose;  but  you  cannot  have  "peace. 
That  is  a  thing  of  the  spirit." 


One  doctor  explains  the  periodicity 
of  influenza  epidemics  in  the  follow- 
ing way.  It  is  a  case  of  phases  of 
immunity,  he  says.  At  the  beginning 
of  an  epidemic  the  population  can  be 
divided  into  two  classes — A,  those 
who  are  immune  (permanently  or 
temporarily),  and  B,  those  who  are 
not.  B  class  can  be  divided  into  C, 
those  who  recover  from  the  disease, 
and  D,  those  who  die.'  The  survivors 
after  an  epidemic  are  A  and  C 
classes — both  of  which  are  immune — 
temporarily  or  permanently.  The 
epidemic  therefore  ceases,  and  it  re- 
mains in  abeyance  until  the  human 
immunity  begins  to  wane— which  it 
does  ifl  33  weeks— and   the  bacillus 

can  take  foot  once  more.

ment between  those  far  distant  parts. 

•  •     •  . 

The  consequence  of  this  peculiar 
condition  of  affairs  is  a  desire  in  some 
sections  of  Canada  for  freer  trade  re- 
lations with  the  United  States.  The 
markets  of  that  great  country  with  its 
large  and  rapidly  increasing  population 
look  very  attractive  to  some  of  the 
people  of  Canada.  Those  inviting 
markets  are  comparatively  close  to 
many  parts  of  Canada,  and  the  cost  of 
transportation  to  them  is  low.  But  if 
the  cost  of  transportation  to  some  of 
the  markets  of  the  United  States  is 
low,  the  road  into  them  is  securely 
barricaded.  Therefore  there  is  no 
hope  whatever  of  relief  in  that 
quarter. 

•  •  • 

In  the  hope,  in  the  very  dim  hope, 
of  meeting  the  demands  of  Canadians 
seeking  a  more  remunerative  market 
for  their  products,  the  Government  of 
Canada  purposes  subsidizing  an  ocean 
ip  line.  Why  cannot  the  Gov- 
of  Canada  adopt  a  measure 
that  possibly  would  afford  a  more  cer- 
tain measure  of  relief?  Why  not  sub- 
sidize Canadian  railways  to  transport 
Canadian  products  from  one  part  of 
the  country  to  other  parts  of  the 
country  instead  of  subsidizing  an 
ocean  steamship  line  to  carry  Cana- 
dian products  from  the.  ports  Of 
Canada  to  ports  of  Europe?  Could 
not  the  object  desired  be  accomplished 
more  effectively  in  that  way  than  it 
is  likely  to  be  accomplished  in  the  way 
proposed  by  the  Government?  If  that 
course  were  adopted  the  money  taken 
from  the  pockets  of  the  Canadian  tax- 
payers would  be  expended  in  Canada. 
That  surely  is  something  that  can  be 

said  in  its  favor. 

s    •  • 

The  people  of  Quebec,  of  Ontario, 
and  of  the  Eastern  Prairies  Provinces 
import  millions  of  dollars  worth  of 
coal  from  the  United  States  every 
year.  There  is  plenty  of  coal  in  British 
Columbia  and  in  Nova  Scotia.'  That 
fuel  is  not  consumed  in  the  Eastern 
Provinces  because  the  cost  of  trans- 
portation is  prohibitive.  The  same 
thing  applies  to  many  products  of  both 
the  Eastern,  the  Central  and  the 
Western  parts  of  Canada.  There  would 
be  remunerative  markets  for  them  if 
they  could  be  delivered  to  consumers 
at  reasonable  rates.  Consequently, 
why  not  consider  this  problem  as  pos- 
sible of  solution  by  the  application  of 
internal  methods  instead  of  by  the 
adoption  of  external  measures?  The 
effect  would  be  the  same,  and  the 
benefits  to  be  derived  would  be  just 
as  certain.  We  would  be  developing 
business  in  our  own  country  instead  of 
creating  confusion  in  the  business  of 
ocean  transportation.  Besides,  the  ex- 
periment (admittedly  it  would  be  an 
experiment)  could  not  but  be  far  more 
interesting  than  an  experiment  in 
ocean  transportation. 

The  situation  as  between  Victoria 
and  Saanich  is  very  much  like  the 
situation  that  usually  arises  when  a 
house  is  divided  against  itself— because 
for  all  practical  purposes  the  people  of 
Victoria  and  the  people  of  Saanich  are 
members  of  one  household.  There  is 
only  one  thing  we  can  think  of  that 
the  people  of  the  two  municipalities 
can  agree  upon.  They  can  reverently 
and  harmoniously  bury  their  dead  in 

common  hallowed  ground. 

•  •  • 

The  Reeve  of  Saanich,  a  very  able 
and  a  somewhat  aggressive  gentleman, 
says  if  the  Victoria  Police  Commission 
does  not  amend  its  motor  car  parking 
regulations,  which  are  causing  serious 
inconvenience  to  the  people  of 
Saanich,  he  may  be  compelled  to  con- 
sider measures  of  retaliation.  That  is 
to  say,  he  will  probably  seize  the  baton 
of  the  Victoria  Police  Commission  and 
hit  Victoria  a  bat  on  the  head.  Being 
lovers  of  peace  and  believers  in  the 
high  principle  of  neighbors  living  to- 
gether in  sweet  unity,  we  dislike  to 

read  about  such  petty  squabbles. 

•  •  • 

Then  there  is  that  matter  of  the  now 
comparatively  old  northwest  sewer 
rankling  in  the  minds  of  Victorians. 
That  necessary  sanitary  convenience 
was  constructed  under  a  gentleman's 
agreement,  or  under  some  instrument 
with  just  as  little  binding  force,  for 
the  relief  of  the  people  of  Saanich.  It 
was  built  at  the  expense  of  the  rate- 
payers of  Victoria  on  an  understand- 
ing that  the  cost  would  be  reimbursed 
by  the  ratepayers  of  Saanich.  The 
ratepayers  of  Saanich  are  in  no  great 
haste  to  carry  out  their  part  of  the 
implied  contract.  They  may  occa- 
sionally take  a  vote  upon  it  aa  evi- 
dence of  their  good  faith,  but  they  will 
invariably  vote  in  the  negative  aa  proof 
of  their  frugal  regard  for  their  own 

pecuniary  interests.

If  we  add  to  the  foregoing  the 
assertion  of  the  city  engineer  of  Vic- 
toria that  the  water  consumers  of 
Saanich  are  being  furnished  with  water 
from  the  works  of  Victoria  at  less  than 
the  cost  of  delivery,  the  fact  will  be 
realized  that  there  is  more  than  one 
embarassing  question  dividing  the  in- 
terests of  the  people  of  Victoria  from 
the  interests  of  the  people  of  Saanich 
We  are  too  discreet  to  venture  an  ex- 
pression of  opinion  on  the  merits  of 
such  controversial  issues  We  dare 
not  take  aides  in  any  domestic 
squabby  because  we  know  too  well 
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services,  that  municipality  must  peti- 
tion for  incorporation  within  the  city.

JOINT  SEWERS  GIVE 
RISE  TO  TROUBLE 


Chamber  of  Commerce-  Nam  cm  Com- 
mittee to  Try  snd  Solve  Par- 
ticular Instance 


Quits  unexpectedly  the  vexed  ques- 
tion of  the  northesst  and  the  north- 
west aewsra  as  they  affect  the  amic- 
sble  relations  between  the  bordering 
munlclpslitles  of  Vlctorls  snd  Sssvnich 
csme  before  the  directors  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  yesterday. 
The  subject  was  Introduced  by  Mr. 
P.  B.  Scurrah,  who  brought  s  con- 
crete example  of  injury  being  liable 
to  accrue  to  the  good  nsme  of  the 
city  as  s  plsce  of  residence  through 
the  arrangements  now  In  force  call- 
ing for  s  dspoalt  being  required  of 
Cspt.  Strsngman  before  connection 
were  made  with  the  northesst  sewer. 

The  Instance  that  Mr.  Scurrah  had 
In  *ew  wss  thst  of  s  former  resident 
of  Chins  who  hsd  come  here  ss  the 
most  desirable  place  to  live,  but  who 
was  very  much  put  out  over  what  he 
felt  was  an  injustice  thst  wss  being 
worked  upon  him  In  this  connection. 

The  subject  wss  discussed  st  great 
length,  Alderman  A.  E.  Todd  '  ex- 
plaining that  the  action  on  the  part 
of  the  council  was  to  his  mind  the 
only  wsy  open  for  bringing  sbout  s 
aettlemept  of  this  trouble  which 
should  hsve  been  settled  long  ago  snd 
which  he  was  anxious  to  have  solved. 

Othsr  members  of  the  Chamber 
felt  thst  Mr.  Scurrsh  wss  right  in 
his  contention  thst  lt  wss  an  Improp- 
er course  to  have  the  deposit  made 
by  those  who  connected  up  with  the 
northesst  sewer  In  order  to  use  this 
as  a  lever  to  settle  the  whole  ques- 
tion, snd  particularly  the  trouble 
with  respect  to  the  northwest  sewer. 

It  was  decided  to  sppolnt  a  com- 
mittee to  go  Into  this  mstter  and  see 
If  there  could  not  be  some  sdjust- 
ment  msde  of  this  particular  cane. 
In  the  meantime  the  various  muni- 
cipalities Involved  In  the  dispute 
relative  to  the  sewerage  question  will 
be  requested  to  try  snd  solve  this  old 
trouble.  In  this  connection  It  was 
suggested  thst  It  might  be  possible 
to  hsve  Sssnlch  Council  collect  a 
frontage  tax  covering  the  coats  of 
connection  with  this  Joint  sewer  and 
arrange  for  an  equlteble  distribution 
of  the  amount  with  the  city.

TAWA.  March  2.— First 
steps  toward  the  forma- 
tion of  a  national  broker- 
age company  on  a  co-operative 
basis  for  marketing  fruit  and 
vegetables,  recommended  in  the 
report  of  Lewis  Duncan,  of  To- 
ronto, following  his  investigation 

<A  an  alleged  combine  in  the  fruit 
and  vegetable  trade  of  Western  Can- 
ada, was  taken  today  at  a  conference 
of  representatives  of  co-operative 
fruit  growers'  association.  There  were 
present  delegates  from  the  three  or- 
ganizations In  British  Columbia,  five 
In  the  province  of  Ontario,  and  one 
each  from  the  provinces)  of  Quebec. 
New  Brunawlck  and  Nova  Scotia. 

The  sess.ons  were  conducted  under 
the  chairmanship  of  George  Mcin- 
tosh. Dominion  fruit  commissioner, 
and  was  opened  by  an  address  from 
Hon.  Mr.  Motherwell.  Minister  of 
Agriculture. 

Associated  Growers  of  B.C. 

The  msln  business  was  consider- 
ation of  organising  a  national  broker- 
age system  to  take  care  of  the  mar- 
keting of  the  fruit  crops  of  Canada, 
und  after  discussion  the  conference 
adupted  this  resolution:  "Whereon, 
the  Associated  Growers  of  British 
Columbia,  Limited,  have  now  under 
way  the  organisation  of  a  grower- 
owned  brokerage  company,  and 

•Whereas,  representatives  of  the 
lnrger  co-operative  fruit  and  vege- 
table companies  of  Eastern  Canada 
have  discussed  with  the  representa- 
tives of  the  Associated  Growers  the 
possibilities  for  farming  a  national 
brokerage  company  to  provide  for 
the  nations  I '  distribution  of  agricul- 
tural products;  * 

"Therefore,  be  It  resolved  that  this 
conference  do  approve  of  the  forma- 
tion of  a  national  brokerage  com- 
pany on  a  co-operative  basis,  and, 
further  recommend  that  those  in  at- 
tendance at  this  meeting  place  and 
strongly  support  the  preposition  be- 
fore their  respective  companies." 
Niagara  Growers  Appro* c 
The  resolution  was  moved  by  C.  B. 
Baxter.  inunager  of  the  Niagara 
Fruit  Growers'  Company  of  Grimsby, 
and  seconded  by  Mr.  Thompson,  rep- 
resentative of  the  Niagara  Peninsula 
Graf*  Growers. 

Lewis  Duncan,  who  Investigated  the 
alleged  combine  of  fruit  and  vege- 
table Jobbers  in  the  West,  said  he  had 
found  that  Western  brokerage  firms 
collected  higher  fees  for  their  serv- 
ices than  those  In  Eastern  Canada  or 
In  Great  Britain.  Fifteen  per  cent 
was  the  unual  Kastern  charge,  where* 
as  In  Montreal  it  was  about  12  per 
cent  und  In  Great  Britain  from  7  to 
10  per  cent. 

Mr.  Duncan  Recommend* 
Mr.  Duncan  strongly  recommended 
a  Dominion-wide  selling  agency, 
treating  the  whole  country  as  a  unit, 
and  thus  avoid,  among  other  things, 
competition  between  districts  and 
overlapping  in  respect  to  supplies. 
Such  an  oi  ganjsatlon,  he  felt,  would 
be  able  to  secure  the  highest  prices 
consistent  with  a  maximum  distribu- 
tion. He  pointed  out  aa  a  funda- 
mental necessary  that  the  growers 
control  the  system. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Orlsdale.  Deputy  Min- 
ister of  Agriculture,  assured  the  con- 
ference that  his  department  would  do 
all  in  He  power  to  facilitate  organlxa- 
tlon  and  operation  of .  a  national  mar- 
keting aystem.  He  urged  that  the 
efforts  should  not  stop  short  of  for- 
eign markets,  because  exports  were 
often  the  controlling  factor  In  estab- 
lishing prices. 

Kxport  requirements  in  food  were 
outlined  by  fT.  A.  Wilson.  Cansdlan 
produce  commissioner  Ir.  Britain.  He 
stated  that  Canadians  were  at  a  dla- 
advantage  In  not  having  a  uniform 
^  policy  In  marketing.

Policies  of  British  Columbia  Con- 
servatlvea  respecting  federsl  politics 
will  be  discussed  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Brltlah  Columbia' executive  to  be  held 
In  Vancouver  today.

Pooley,  Conservative  leader  in  the  Pro- 
vincial Legislature.  left  for  the 
Terminal  City  last  night  and  will  at- 
tend the  meeting. 

"Our  information  Is  that  there  will 
be  a  Dominion  election  soms  time 
nsxt  Summer,  snd  we  are  going  to 
lay  our  plans  accordingly,"  he  said. 

Confusion  still  exists  In  a  great 
many  instances  respecting  the  at- 
tacks and  counter-attacks  which 
have  been  featuring  the  relatlonahip 
of  the  Oliver  Government  and  ths 
Conservative  opposition  during  that 
portion  of  the  political  "off-season" 
which  has  passed  since  the  prorogs- 
tlon  of  the  Legislature  last  December. 
None  of  the  cabinet  ministers  nor 
anybody  else  is  prepared  to  say  Just' 
when  the  by-electlon  will  be  held  in 
Grand  Forks-Greenwood  to  fill  the 
yacuncy  caused  by  the  jleath  last 
October  of  Mr.  John  McKle.  Con- 
servative member-elect.  Premier 
Oliver  has  declared  that  the  contest 
would  be  held  "shortly,"  and  from 
that  and  IGrV  statement  made  last  Fall 
that  the  seat  would  be  filled  within 
six  months,  it  Is  generally  taken  that 
the  Grand  Forks  electors  will  have 
an  opportunity  to  express  their  will 
some  time  In  April.

ALARM  EAST

One  Death  In  Toronto 
TORONTO.  March  2  —  The  earth- 
quake on  Saturday  night  ia  held  to 
have  been  the  immediate  cause  of 
the  death  of  Mlas  Edith  Collins,  of 
Toronto,  a  cripple  from  birth-  As 
she  lay  in  bed  ah*,  noticed  a  large 
bookcase  awaying.  and  fearing  It 
would  fall  ahe  called  out,  In  alarm. 
A  seisure  of  angina  pectoris  followed, 
and  Mlaa  Colllna  died  early  Sunday 
morning. 

Awakening  from  their  slumber  of 
three  and  a  half  centuries,  the  giants 
who  reside  beneath  the  earth's  cruat 
shook  North  America  from  North 
Bay  to  Boaton  on  Saturday  night, 
and  the  human  denixena  of  the  land 
today  are  wondering  If  there  la  to  be 
further  demonstration  of  the  giants' 
strength. 

Ancient  history  Is  delved  Into  to 
show  that  in  1003  there  was  a  aeries 
of  earthquakes  lasting  six  months 
and  the  result  waa  dlaaatroua  for  the 
habltanta  of  Quebec  and  their  French 
rulers.  Record  of  the  "relatione"  of 
the  Jeaulta  Fathers  show  that  forests 
were  rased,  churches  demolished, 
river  banks  flung  higher  than  the 
attrition  of  their  streama  ever  could 
have  made  them,  and  the  magnificent 
and  forbidding  hllla  of  the  Saguenay 
and  Lowe>  St.  Lawrence  came  Into 
almost  Instantaneous  being. 

It  Is  said  In  that  province  today 
that  earthquakes  of  similar  Intenalty 
would  demolish  the  city  of  Montreal, 
and  it  ia  by  no  means  certain  that 
Montreal  la  not  within  the  seismic 
gone,  which  Is  centred  under  the 
troubled  waters  of  the  Saguenay. 

Five  Shocks  \ 

There  were  five  earthquake  ahocks. 
one  big  one  and  four  little  one*.  Sat- 
urday night  and  Sunday  morning. 
From  aome  parte  of  Quebec  came 
rumors  that  the  earth  la  atlll  ahak- 
Ing.  The  toll  of  damage  recorded  »o 
tar  la  one  church  demollahed  and 
many  window*  broken,  and  crockery 
and  such  thrown  from  shelve*.  One 
woman  lu  dead  from  ahock  In  Quebec. 
Another  died,  probably  from  shock. 
1  In  Toronto.  Perhspe  the  strangest 
part  of  It  all  Is  that  there  were  ao 
few  serious  results  from  the  quake 
which  set  the  seismograph's  needle 
wobbling  hslf  an  Inch  at  the  Domin- 
ion observatory  here.  But  the  worst 
thing  abotR  the  quake  so-far  luckily. 
Is  the  fear  In  aome  people's  minds 
that  there  may  be  more  of  them. 

OTTAWA.  March  I.— By  a  freak 
Victoria  Museum  here  enjoya  the  dis- 
tinction of  being  the  only  building 
which  haa  Improved  by  Saturday  s 
earthquake.  Built  on  sandy  soil  It 
ha*  remained  unfinlahed  for  many 
years,  while  srchltteta  pondered  the 
problem  of  strengthening  the  foun- 
datlona  to  permit  of  a  tower  being 
built.  Cracks  had  developed  in  the 
facade.  Today  when  architecta  went 
to  estimate  the  damage  done  by  the 
earthquake,  which  first  was  reported 
considerable,  they  found  the  cracks 
In  the  building  had  oonaldersj>ly 
lessened,  although  a  quantity  of  plas- 
ter had  fallsn  In  vsrloua  psrts  of  the 
building.  From  first  inspection  It 
would  seem  that  the  upheaval  of  na- 
ture haa  helped  to  aolve  a  problem 
which  taxed  man  s  Ingenuity 
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The  presence  of  mind  of  a  youag 
girt.  Mis*  Roxis  Carrier,  prevented  a 
panic  and  probably  a  tragedy  dur- 
ing ths  earth  tremors  which  rocked 
the  Lbsgar  SJtrwat  Coll*giat*  on  lat- 
urday  night  during  the  preaentation 
of  "El  Bandit©." 

vVhen  the  first  shock  occurred  the 
spotlight  fell  to  the  floor,  caualng  a 
flash,  and  there  were  Immediate 
erl*s  of  "Fire"  froth  the  gallery,  the 
orchestra  stopped  playing  and  the 
teen  age*  g.»'l  W*B  on  the  stage 
alone.  . 

A  rush  for  the  exit*  had  started 
whan  cadets  at  the  back  of  the  hall 
shouted  that  there  was  no  danger. 
I  and  the  effect  of  the  girl  standing 
unconcerned  and  waiting  for  the 
people  to  aettle  down  and  let  her 
continue  her  elnglng  was  magnetic, 
for  they  weat  back  to  their  seats, 
and  Mlas  Carrier  shouted  to  a  num- 
ber of  crying  girls  la  th*  orchestra 
pit  "that  It  was  only  a*  earth 
quak*"  and  nothing  to  cry  about. 
Then  ah*  continued  her  singing. 

Behind  the  acene*  girl*  were  cry- 
ing and  one  fainted,  bat  th*  older 
boy*  alao  showed  considerable  cour- 
age, reassured  the  weeping  girls  that 
the' danger  had  pa***4  and  that  the 
i-iay  wewld  proceed  te 
finals.

In  adopting  the  idea  of  "one-man" 
exhibitions  the  Island  Arts  and  Crafts 
Hoclety  is  carrying  out  a  policy  which 
has  proved  very  popular  In  the  larger 
titles.  Mr.  Tnomaa  Bamford's  col- 
lection of  oils  and  water-colors,  repre- 
senting mora  than  thirty  year*s  work 
by  this  ona  artist,  has  attracted '  a 
large  number  of  people  to  the  club's 
room  In  the  Union  Bank  Building 
during  the  past  week,  and  there  are 
-till  *f ores  of  art -lovers  who  should 
not  lose  the  opportunity  of  seeing  a 
group  of  paintings  which  Is  of  excep- 
tional interest. 

Mr.  Bamford  has  above  all  else  a 
fine  conception  of  composition.  This 
la  the  first  thing  that  strikes,  the 
visitor.  As  good  composition  Is  a 
fundamental  of  all  art  there  Is  an 
unusual  satisfaction  to  be  gained 
from  this  collection.  He  is  also  a 
very  fine  draughtsman,  and  his  sense 
of  color,  while  by  comparison  with  the 
post -Impressionist  school  subdued,  is 
very  keen,  keen  enough  to  give  life 
and  warmth  to  the  numerous  charm- 
ing pictures  of  old  Welsh.  Yorkshire, 
and  Devonahlre  vlllagea.  all  of  which 
have  been  treated  with  a  delightful 
Intimacy.

One  of  the  beat  of  theae  Is  of  Ea.it-

mother  taken  from  the  Esk.  showing 
piers  and  brown  saHs  and  red  roofs  In 
the  foreground,  and  on  the  hilltop  the 
ancient  parish  church  which  was  the 
target  for  many  a  German  bomb  dur- 
ing the  late  war;  there  Is  also  the 
flah  wharf,  with  old  houaea  and  more 
sailing  ahlpa.  Clovelly  and  Ilfra- 
comba  are  frequently  pictured.  One 
of  the  best  things  In  the  exhibition  Is 
Klsh  Street.

I  feel  that  I  must  now 
make  public  acknowledgment  of  my 
regret  that  I  allowed  an  Indulged  pre- 
judice to  prevent  my  seeing  the  Tower 
long  ago.  It  doean't  seem  half  auch  a 
ghost-haunted  place  as  I  had  imag- 
ined It  would  be,  and  It  Is  one  of  the 
moat  Interesting  places  In  London.  On 
the  way  there  I  went  Into  Tubby 
Clayton's  Church  of  All  Hallows  to 
ask  If  they  had  really  discovered 
Richard  Coeur  de  LJon's  heart  In  their 
excavating,  but  it  aeems  thst  that 
rumor  was  unfounded.  If  not  Inspired 
by  Toe.  ll  genlua  for  drawing  atten- 
tion to  that  admirable  movement. 

Richard's  heart  Is  probably  In 
Rouen.  b|t  I  did  not  see  a  photo  of 
tha  original  reredos  of  his  chapel, 
which  Is  now  In  France,  the  property. 
I  believe,  '  of  Mllllsent.  Ducheas  of 
Sutherland,  whom,  I  have  no  doubt, 
will  be  asked  to  present  lfto  All  Hal- 
lows. 

General  Sir  OeOrge  Tounghusband. 
the  Keeper  of  the  Tower,  has  written 
a  wonderful  history  of  the  'historic 
plsce  he  guard*,  and  he  has  an  in- 
timate knowledge  of  all  those  Inter- 
esting details  that  so  seldom  get  In- 
side the  covers  of  guide  books.  It 
made'  those  gorgeoua  jeweled  crowns 
so  muoh  more  slgnlflcant  to  learn 
that  the  pearla  In  one  of  them  had 
once  hung  from  the  ears  of  Mary. 
Queen  of  Scots,  and  that  the 


rings  had  been  given  to  her  by  that 
wily  Italian,  Catherine  de  Msdlcls, 
who  had  had  them  from  Pope 
Clement  V.  Queen  Elisabeth  an- 
nexed them,  and  their  spectacular 
life  has  ended  in  the  strong  room  of 
the  Tower. 

Apropos  of  the  alcove  that  was 
once  the  oratory  of  Henry  VI,  the 
Keeper  told  with  a  twinkle  In  hie  ey* 
of  the  day  when  he  received  one  of 
Lord  Methuen's  laconic  notea:  "Dear 
Tounghusband  —  What  does  this 
mean?  Methuen."  Enclosing  a  letter 
from  an  lntenae  parson  aaying:  "My 
Lord, — Do  you  not  think  aome  notice 
should  be  taken  of  the  terrible  event 
of  the  21st  May?"  After  Inquiries 
from  the  warden  had  proved  that 
everything  had  been  normal  on  that 
date,  Sir  George  bethought  him  of 
past  history  and  waa  able  to  assure 
Lord  Methuen  that  the  "terrible 
event"  had  taken  place,  not  under 
hla  regime,  but  in  1471.  when  Henry 
VI  ia  supposed  to  have  been  mur- 
dered In  hla  ..ratory:

Inas- 
much aa  they  have  been  known  and 
worked  spasmodically  for  the  past 
twenty  years,  generally  under  leaaa 
to  one  or  two  men.  The  lesseas  In 
some  cases  found  a  high  grade  ore 
shoot,  mined  It  and  either  quit  or 
could  not  get  money  enough  to  de- 
velop another  ore  body.  '  That  they 
did  not  find  other  ore  shoots,"  says 
Mr.  Freeland,  "la  not  a  reflection  on 
their  mining  ability,  because  very 
little  was  known  about  the  'faulting' 
system  In  those  days." 

But  when  Duncan  Mcintosh  snd 
his*  partner,  Oliver,  took  the  Bell 
over,  the  system  of  "faulting"  was 
worked  out  successfully  and  the  mine 
has  paid  a  fortune  alnce  1817.  Mr. 
Pat  Crane  Is  now  Mr.  Mcintosh's 
partnsr  In  this  enterprise. 

It  was  on  this  Bell  property  that 
miners  last  Summer,  In  leveling  a 
spot  for  a  tennis  court,  uncovered  an 
important  ore  vein  from  which 
$60,000  worth  of  silver  was  mined. 

The  Sally  Is  operated  by  the  Wsl- 
lace  Mountain  Mines  Limited,  a  com- 
psny  largely  owned  In  Pennsylvania. 
It  Is  said  that  stock  In  this  company 
although  not  on  the  market  carries 
a  valuation  of  ten  to  one.  A  new 
concern.  Beaverdell  Mines  Limited, 
is  now  preparing  to  operate  In  the 
same  vicinity.

W  orld  W  ants  Canadian 
Wheat  More  Than  Ever — 
New  York  Money  Market 
Stronger — Saskatchewan  Lig- 
nite Production 


Upon  the  raising  of  wheat,  and  of 
wheat  for  export,  prairie  farming 
and  prairie  life  In  general,  have  been, 
nnd  are  likely  lopg  to  be.  dependent. 
The  milking  of  cows,  the  making  of 
butler,  the  breeding  of  hogs,  the  fat- 
tening of  cattle,  the  whole  business 
of  mixed  farming;  all  these  sre  very 
good  in  their  wsy  ss  supplementing 
the  growing  of  wheat.  But  without 
the  growing,  of  wheat  on  a  large 
scale.  Western  agriculture  must  per- 
ish, or  shrink  to  such  smsll  dimen- 
sions that  It  would  aecm  to  have 
perished,  says  a  Western  correspon- 
dent of  The  Financial  Post. 

And  It  seems  now  that  the  world 
really  wants  and  needs  our  whest  to 
a  greater  extent  than  before  the  war.

It  seems 
likely  that'  the  fermers  who  raise 
wheat  are  likely  to  be  well  rewarded 
for  their  efforts,  and  that  a  country 
that  can  grow  wheat  of  such  quality 
and  In  auch  quantity  as  can  Western 
Canada  is  going  to  be  a  desirable 
place  In  which  to  farm. 

Whest  msy  sell  at  a  dollar  a  bushel 
again.  That  might  hsppen  soon,  al- 
though the  world  situation  is  against 
It  happening  for  a  year  or  more.

own  lending  capacity  rather  than  to 
a  contraction  of  the  amount  of  bunk 
credit  in  use.  In  fact  the  loans,  dis- 
counts snd  Invcntments  of  the  mem- 
ber bsnks  are  now  approximately 
$1,500,000,000  above  what  they  wero 
at  the  peak  of  expansion  ifi  1920. 

"The  money  market  is  decidedly 
stronger  than  last  Fall,  but  it  Is  rea- 
sonable to  think  that  the  full  force 
of  the  trade  revival  which  has  taken 
place  Is  not  yet  reflected  In  money 
rstes.  A  Isrge  amount  of  ordern  have 
been  released  since  the  middle  of  No- 
vember which  have  not  yet  been 
financed."
